Alberta grain growers are ad¬

Much of the success of the pool 
method of marketing in Western 
Canada is attributable to the in¬ 
finite care that was excercised in 
Alberta at the beginning when 
thos^^ charge of organization 
•had this work in band. Alberta 


paved the way. The wheat pool 
here has made remarkable pro¬ 
gress. It has won the confidence 
of the people of this prov¬ 
ince. Those who entered it at 
the beginning are satisfied, and 
thousands who then waited to see 
how things would turn out have 
since joined the pool for the bal¬ 
ance of the term of the contract 
namely, until the crop of 1927 is

CARING FOR THE 

VEGETABLE GARDEN 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


The well-tended vegetable gar¬ 
den commands attention until the 
last root and stalk is harvested 
in late October. Amojg the little 
duties to be performed in Septem¬ 
ber are the following: 

Celery should be carefully 
mounded with earth and in such 
a way that the roots of the plants 
are not severely injured. The 
stalks may he held together with 
one hand to prevent soil getting 
into the heart as the plants are 
moundd up with soil. By late 
September only a tuft of leaves 
are seen emenging from the hill. 

Onions should early be rolled 
with an empty barrel or light 
roller to mdfuce bulb growth and 
ward off tendencies to produce 
thick necks. The crop is to be 
harvested before heavy frosts oc¬ 
cur. 

Potatoes are to he rogued, dig-

INCREASE IN FOX FARMING 


A large increase, both in the 
number of fox farms and in the 
value of those farms in Canada, 
is shown for the year 1924 over 
the previous year. Last year 
there were 1466 farms valued, 
at $10,813,833, as compared with 
1,179 farmis in the previous year 
valued at $8,284,384. An even 
larger proportionae" increase is 
shown in the number and value 
of other fur bearing animals 
farms. The animals are: racoon, 
mink, skunk, maren, fisher, coy¬ 
ote, chinchilla and other kinds of 
rabbit and karakul sheep. In 1924 
thlese farms numbered 84 and 
were valued at $152,587, as com¬ 
pared with 48 farms in 1923, 
rallied at $99,445.

ging out and destroying diseased 
plants. The very best hills may 
be staked and tubers from these 
selected at harvest time as seed 
for the 1926 crop. 

Corn to be canned should be 
handled quickly. Very little time 
should elapse between the break¬ 
ing of the ear from the stalk and 
the sealing of the kernels in jars. 

Carrots, beets and parsnips 
should not be allowed to dry and 
wrinkle in the sun after digging, 
biit are best covered with vines or 
ot.hed healthy vegetation (until 
ready for transporting to the cool 
storage chamber. 

Lettuce and radish seed may 
still be sown in the cold frame or 
hot frame. 

Melons and tomatoes require 
heavy covering in the early even¬ 
ing of a prospective cold night. 
A light covering is often more of 
handicap than a help in warding 
off frost injury. Melons should 
be kept off the sod by a shingle, 
board or brick, and turned part 
way round every few days so as 
to ripen evenly.

A new course of studies has 
been perfected for Alberta High 
Schools. 

While the subject matter is 
quite similar to the former sub 
jects yet there are distinct inno¬ 
vations. 


Encouraged by the outlet in 
Eastern Canada for the turkey 
crop, Alberta turkey raisers are 
rapidly increasing their output. 
According to the observations of 
of Mr. J. R. Higgins of the Poul¬ 
try Division of the Live Stock 
Branch, who has recently visited 
the district as far north as Peace 
River, the present season has been 
a very favorable one for turkey 
raising and that shipments east 
will be heavier than in the past. 

The turkey chop for the Val¬ 
halla district alone is estimated at 
btween three and four thousand 
birds and it is thought; that there 
should be a total output in excess 
of one hundred thousand pounds 
of dressed turkeys shipped from 
Grande Prairie tributary points 
this fall. In the past th e breeders 
from, this section have shipped 
their birds live but this method 
proved unsatisfactory and steps 
are under way to organize com¬ 
munity turkey kills this year. 

• Mr. Higgins further states that 
a number of turkey (raisers in the 
Peace River district are showing 
increasing interest in thle im¬ 
provement of their stock and that 
many farmers made enquiries 
concerning the ifurchase of good 
gobblers.

northern driller for the company. 

The Fort Norman crew report¬ 
ed that in th e well drilled this 
summer a short distance from the 
original discovery well, oil is es¬ 
timated in quantity at about 100 
barrels per day was struck in a 
shale at a depth of 1,063 feet. 

Tthe new well was dFiled to 
a depth of 1,603 feet, when opera¬ 
tions were suspended in order to 
catch the last up-river boat to 
civilization before freeze up. 

At Same Depth 

This production struck in the 
new well is just about the same, 
and at just about the same depth 
as the original discovery. Both 
wells are about 50 miles south of 
Fort Norman post on the right 
bank of the MacKenzie river, 
within the Arctic circle. 

After drill ng through the Oil 
shale at 1.063 feet, the log of the 
well was as follows: struck lime¬ 
stone at 1.086 feet which was 
somewhat ot a surprizj at that 
depth; drilled through it and 
strjuek another stratum of shale 
at 1,500 feet which continued to 


1,603 feet where drilling was sus¬ 
pended for the summer. While 
decision whether the well will he 
drilled deeper rest s with head¬ 
quarters in th. east, he indica¬ 
tions are such that the well may 
be drilled still deeper. 

The crew which came out from 
Fort Norman in charge of Angus 
E. Sutherland, driller in charge, 
included Featberstone, second 
driller; W. E. Wilson and Edward 
Sutherland, tool dressers; H. 
Whittington and Harold M. Gary 
firemen; W.D.G.Reid in charge of 
commissary; and Jerry Lawson 
cook. 

The party made a record trip 
out from: the far north, having left 
Fort Norman on Monday, Sept¬ 
ember 7th, last, aboard the Al¬ 
berta and Arctic Transportation 
company steamer, “Tin Distrib¬ 
utor.” They report having ex¬ 
perienced a good summer in the 
far north with lots of fine, warm 
weather.

DISEASE ATTACKS PRAIRIE 
RASPBERRY PLANTATIONS 


Tlhe mosaic resembles mosaic on 
potatoes. The leaves are mot¬ 
tled light and dark green. For 
leaf-curl, the name itself will de¬ 
scribe the symptom s of the disA 
ease. 

Spraying and pruning opera¬ 
tions are useless and a waste of 
time and money for these diseas¬ 
es. Whenever a new raspberry 
patch is started use the more res¬ 
istant varieties obtained from 
plantations that are free from 
these diseases. Go over your plan¬ 
tation and remove inexorably all 
plants that you observe ta be ab¬ 
normal in foliage. Usually the af- 
feiced plants are less vigorous. 
Take care that all suckers are 
removed, for a diseased plant 
produces ever after diseased 
suckers, and the fruit gradually 
becomes smaller and diminishes 
in Ibierry substance. 

It is hoped to put into practice 
in Manitoba a system of inspect¬ 
ing raspberry planations similar 
to th(at in force in Ontario, but 
meanwhile every owner of a rasp¬ 
berry plantation is advised to 
practise self-help, otherwise his 
plantation is bound to prove a 
failur.e.
